The Evil Of Gia Mixing. 


Following the unsatisfactory result of grading the 1928 wheat crop 
of Western Canada, a veritable deluge or protest and complaint has poured 
in to Dominion and Provincial Governments, Wheat Pools, Grain 
Commission, Grain Exchange, and all farmer organizations, Merchants and 
business men generally, suffering because the farmers have suffered, add | 
their protests. In all this volume of criticism. perhaps no one feature | 
has called forth more vigorous objection than has the practice of mixing. 

It is quite true that everybody does not see eye to eye on this subject, 
and farmers themselves are sharply divided on the issue whether or not 
mixing should be absolutely prohibited and made an offence under the law. 
While many favor such a policy, others hold the opinion that if mixing 
was entirely disallowed there would be a terrible glut of low grade and no 
grade grain on the market, with resulting enormous loss to producers. 

The Saskatchewan Grain Inquiry Commission has gathered within its 
Own province a mass of evidence on this and allied subjects affecting the; 
grading and marketing of Western grain, and proposes to carry its} 
investigations further afield in Manitoba, Alberta, British Columbia, and | 
Europe, in what is recognized as the most determined attempt yet made 
to find solutions to some of the acute problems confronting the Western , 
grain grower. In due time the report and recommendations of that 
Commission. will be laid before the legislative authorities. 

There is, however, another form of mixing in regatra to which there 
are no two opinions. It is unanimously denounced as an evil, and one that 
is costing the farmers of Western Canada many millions of dollars 
annually. Furthermore, control in the case of this particular form of 
mixing rests, not with Governments or Wheat Pools, or Grain Commissions, 
but with the individual grain grower. 

The form of mixing to which reference is made ‘is that indulged in by 
s0 many farmers of sowing seed of mixed varieties. Instead of sowing only 
pure seed of one good variety, the seed too frequently used is a mixture of 
different varieties, white. wheats mixed with red wheats, with consequent 
loss in value of the crop harvested. Thus the original mixing takés place, 
not in country or terminal elevators, not on board ship, not in the world 
markets, but right on the farms of Western Canada. 

Investigation over a number of years has established the fact that 
certain varieties are best adapted to certain districts., This information is 
available to every farmer. It is his for the asking from his nearest 
Experimental Farm. He should secure this information and then sow the 
variety which grows best in his district. He may not be able to afford to 
purchase sufficient pure, registered seed of that particular variety to seed 
his entire acreage this year, but he should get a few bushels of such pure, 
registered seed, sow it in a prepared plot, and. thus increase his seed supply - 
on his own farm, 

The frosts of last Fall make it necessary that: all seed sown this spring 
be first tested for its germinating qualities. Strong germination is necessary 
in wheat, oats, barley and flax. Strong plants having healthy vigorous 
roots withstand adverse cenditions such as spring frosts, insects, disease, 
better than weak plants. Farmers Will be well advised, therefore, to sena’ 
samples of their seed grain to their nearest Dominion Seed Laboratory and | 
have it tested. 

There is still another form of mixing on the farm which is even more | 
disastrous, that is the mixing of weed seeds with the grain through the use! 
of impure and not properly cleaned seed. Governments and railways com- 
bine to run special seed cleaning machinery demonstration trains through 
the country. Governments build seed cleaning plants. Nevertheless, tons 
of weed seeds are sown annually, as well as mixed varieties of grain, as 
was definitely proven by the seed drill survey conducted in Saskatchewan | 
a couple of years ago. 

Western Canada farmers must begin at the beginning in dealing with 
this mixing evil. First, it is essential that all seed sown be of one good 
variety, thoroughly cleaned, with all weed seeds eliminated, and tested to 
demonstrate its germinating qualities. With the groundwork thus laid for | 
the production of clean, high grade grain, necessary further steps can and 
should be taken to preserve the identity, grade and standard of that grain | 
all the way from the farm to the ultimate world market.

Start Construction Of 
Ocean “Landing Field”’ 


First Floating Airport To Be Anchor- 
ed Half Way Between New York 
and Bermuda 


Construction of the first floating} - 


| dirport of seVeral that have been 
planned for trans-Atlantic airplane 
seryice will be begun immediately, 
according to’ an  annotincement aby 
Henry J. Gielow, Inc., ‘naval’ archi- 
tects. It is to be anchored about 300 
miles at sea, half way between New | 
York: and Bermuda. 

The airport is to be a steel plat- 


| form, 1,200 feet long, 400 feet wide, 


| and riding normally at least 100 feet 
| above the surface of the ocean: It 
is to be manned by a crew of forty- 
three men and will contain a ma- 
chine shop, hotel and restaurant, and 
radio beacon to guide planes at night. 

To hold this floating island in 
place there will be chains 21,150 feet 
long’ attached to specially designed 
sea anchors. Six htousand tons of 
steel and 2,000 tons of iron will go 
into its,construction ‘,and its cost 
is estimated at $1,500,000. The Git- 
low concern has. been retained as 
consulting engineers by the builders, 
the Armstrong Seadrome Develop- 
ment Company of Wilmingston, Del. 

It is understood that Mr. Arm: 
strong expects the island to be in 
place by summer. Experimental 
| flights then‘ will be made between 
|the mainland and Bermuda, using 
the seadrome as a stopping place. If 
these experiments are successful, 
the construction of other floats for 
trans-Atlantic service will be pushed 
as quickly as possible. . 

The Armstrong company already 
has conducted tests with large Si- 
korsky amphibians on areas similar 


|to that of the seadrome, and neede 
; only 65 per cent. of the available 


space. By scale model tests the com- 
pany has convincéd naval engineers 
that the seadromes will ride any 
waves up to 180 feet in height with 
| practically no motion. Eight of these 
islands are’ contemplated, it is said, 
in a chain to Europe by way of the 
Azores.

drifting, which has become a serious 
problem in many parts of the prairie 
provinces, is partly a question of the 
character of the soil, for some sois 
drift badly whereas others do not. 
A soil survey aiso affords a guide in 
the buying and selling of farm pro- 
perty, and in the selection of land 
for particular purposes. 

Soils may be classified in several 
different ways, depending upon the 
point of view of the investigator. A 
purely geological classification, that 
is, according to the physical charac- 
ter and mode of origin of the soil, 
may be inadequate from the point of 
view of the scientific agriculturist, 
but must be taken into consideration 
in any schemee of classification. The 
geological classification ordinarily 
distinguishes ten to twelve different 
types of soil in a single physiographic 
area, The number may be increased 
if necesarsy, but there appears to be 
no need at present for any elaborate 
classification. The soils in Canada 
as geologically mapped usually In- 
clude swamp deposits, dune sands, al- 
luvium of streams, lake or marine 
sand, silt and clay, and glacial drift 
in its various forms such as moraines 
of the ice-sheets, kames or gravel 
hills and outwash sand plains. 


The Geological Survey has mapped 
and described the soils from the point 
of view of origin and physical char- 
acter in several areas in Canada, in 
the vicinity of Ottawa, in the Rainy 
River District, Ontario, in southeast- 
ern Manitoba, and in the Winnipeg-

Edmonton, Alta.—The province of 
Alberta plans to expend a total of at 
least $10,000,000 on improving roads 
within the next three years, so Hon. 
©. L. McPherson, minister of public 
works, told a deputation from the 
Alberta Motor Association which in- 
terviewed the government recently. 

Of this huge. sum, during the year 
1929, said the minister, the govern- 
ment will spend the sum of $4,547,- 
633 out of capital and income ac- 
counts, This figure, however, in- 
cludes interest and sinking © fund 
charges on previous capital expendi- 
tures. 

The expenditure for 1929 will cov- 
er the complete gravelling of three 
main highways from Central Alberta 
west to the Saskatchewan border. Of 
these three main highways, one of 
them, the gravelled road leading east 
from Calgary’ through Bassano, 
Medicine Hat, and on to Walsh, on 
the Saskatchewan border, will com- 
plete a trans-provincial highway clear 
across the province. 

Thus, this main gravelled h'ghway 
will extened from the Saskatchewan 
border through Medicine Hat, Bas- 
sano and Calgary, linking up with 
the gravelled highway to Banff.

Necessitate Obtaining Gas Here 


London, England.—Development of 
helium gas for use in airships in Can- 
ada is a possible development of the 
building of the giant dirigibles for 
trans-oceanic transport by the Bri- 
tish air ministry, Sir Samuel Hoare, 
air secretary, intimated in the House 
of Commons. He said it was hoped 
to approach the Canadian govern- 
ment later to see whether it would 
be possible to produce helium in Can- 
ada as the gas is produced and used 
extensively in the United States. 

The two airships, he hoped, would 
be ready to take the air by spring 
or early summer, 

If the home tests are successful it 
is proposed to make a flight to Egypt | 
and India, and then to Montreal. 

Toronto. Large quantities of| 
helium gas can be produced from the | 
gas wells of the Bow River Valley, | 
of Alberta, to the south of Medicine| 
|Hat. The production of helium in| 
commercial quantities was first ac: 
complished in Canada during the war | 
as a result of researches made by | 
Prof. J. C. McLennan, of the Uni 
| versity of Toronto. 

Helium is non-inflammable and 
though less buoyant than hydrogen, 
jis much safer.

Kellogg Pact Has Not Ohanged 
Policy, Says Labor Member 

London, England.—Joseph M. Ken- 
worthy, Laborite member of the 
House of Commons, bitterly critic- 
ized the British Government in de- 
bate upon the 1929 estimates for the 
air force. He said the government’s 
estimates bore no trace of any change 
in policy since Britain signed the 
Kellogg anti-war treaty. 

Kenworthy criticized the “enor- 
mous cost” of the air station at 
Singapore and also the utilization 
there of young airmen and “expen- 
sively trained cadets.” 

“I could have understood it two or 
three years ago, before the signature 
of Great Britain was affixed to the 
Kellogg anti-war pact,” he said. 

A total of $2,500,000, a fifth of 
which is to be spent this year, he 
said, is to be devoted to the Singa- 
pore station. 

‘If the station is merely for de- 
fence of a new dockyard, that is an 
extraordinarily large sum,” he said.

According to the Food Research In- 
stitute, of Stanford University, Cali- 
fornia ,it is still the outstanding 
Single staple foodstuff. In most 
southern European countries, wheat 
contributes a larger proportion of the 
total calories of the diet than in the 
United States; but in countries where 
rye or rice is the staple cereal, its 
contribution is smaller. Its nutrition- 
al importance in the United States 
lies primarily in the starch content, 
not in the content of protein, min- 
eral elements, vitamins, or roughage. 

To consume_wheat as whole wheat 
bread insteatl of white bread would 
make no essential contribution to the 
national health, and would not be 
in the interest of national economy 
at least so long.as the present Amer- 
ican diet, continues to prevail. Pro- 
tein, minerals, vitamins, and rough- 
age are adequately available in other 
foodstuffs and need not be sought 
in whole wheat bread. Nutritional 
security in the diet is rather to be 
sought in the milk supply; and per- 
haps more than an eighth of the 
milk supply is secured from mill 
offals of wheat. Removal of the sup- 
ply of mill offals, with attendant 
shifts of feed-crop production scarce- 
ly appear advantageous. Only in such 
countries as India and China, where 
the diet is little diversified, are nu- 
tritional or economic advantages to 
be secured by consuming whole 
grains rather than highly milled 
grains. 

Wheat now ranks as one of the 
cheapest foods. Per capita consump- 
tion appears to be icreasing in the 
world at large, but not in ‘the United

Up-To-Date Airport 


Municipal Field At Oakland, Call- 
fornia, Has Every Modern 
Convenience 


How many people realize that 
parking space for airplanes is sold 
ja the same way as parking space 
for automobiles, in the down town 
areas of big cities. To take Oakland 
Municipal Airport at Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, as an example. Over night 
ground rental costs one dollar per 
plane. Hangar space less than 1,000 
square feet costs two dollars a day 
or forty dollars a month, while quo- 
tations for larger space up to an 
area over 2,000. square feet are 
charged at four dollars a day or sev- 
enty-five dollars a month. 

One chn get a plane washed just 
as a car is washed for $1.25 an hour. 
Mechanics are available at this air- 
port for two dollars an hour during 
regular working hours and three dol- 
lars an hour during other periods. 

If you arrived at this airport by 
plane and wanted to stay there dur- 
ing the night, you can get a bunk for 
& dollar a night or fifteen dollars a 
month. There are at this airport con- 
veniences found at few other air- 
ports and that of sleeping quarters 
is one of them. 

Oakland airport which is operated 
in connection with the seaport of the 
city, has had a speed boat channe1 
from San Leandro Bay, an arm ox 
San Francisco Bay, dredged direct to 
hangars, This channel is 150 feet 
wide, and 16 feet deep, and allows 
for the landing of seaplanes at the 
same field that serves land planes. 
It is a matter of 11 miles from the 
seaplane landing to the San Francis- 
co ferry post office. |

FARM TRAINING FOR BRITISH 
BOYS 


The first group of fifty British 
boys coming to Alberta during the 
coming spring under the arrangement 
between the Provincial Government 
and the Overseas Settlement Board 
will arrive in Edmonton. about March 
28th. The boys will be given a 
month’s course of training at the 
Provincial Schoole of Agriculture at 
Olds and Vermilion before being 
placed in employment on farms in the 
province. A second group will ar- 
rive about May ist and will be sim- 
ijlarly trained and placed in farm 
work. 

Parties of young British women are 
expected to arrive about June Ist and 
July ist. They will be given a 
month’s instruction which will fit 
them to fill positions as domestic 
farm help throughout the province. 

Both the boys and the girls coming 
forward under this arrangement have 
been selected through the office of 
Herbert Greenfield, Agent General for 
Alberta in London. ‘They are all said 
to be of the type most likely to be 
readily adaptable to conditions in 
Western Canada, many of them al- 
ready having had experience in farm 
work,
